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School board will buy shopping center

At a special called meeting Thurs¬ 
day, May 26, the Hancock County 
Board of Education approved the is¬ 
suance of approximately $700,000 in 
bonds to purchase the Hancock 
County Shopping Center in 
Lewisport. Purchasing the center 
allows the board to turn the new 
tech college located in the shopping 
center into an Area Technology Cen¬ 
ter for the school district. 

“It is just a win-win for our com¬ 
munity,” Hancock County Board of 
Education Superintendent Scott 
Lewis said. “It is a great addition for 
our school system.” 

Prior to the approval of the bond 
sale, Joe Nance of Ross, Sinclaire 
and Associates spoke to the school 
board about the bond sale. He ex¬ 
amined the bonding capacity of the 
school system and determined a ca¬ 
pacity for over $1.3 million in bond¬ 
ing, more than enough funding to 
pursue this project. To make it even 
more attractive, the school system 
does not need to use local money to 
pay for the purchase. 

Nance informed the board that 
the School Eacilities Construction 
Commission tendered an offer of 
assistance to the Hancock County 
Board of Education in the amount 
of $730,000, an amount that easily 
covers the cost of purchasing the 
shopping center. 

‘The beauty of this is we are go¬ 
ing to do a $675,000 bond issue and 
the School Eacilities Construction 
Commission is going to pay for it 
all,” Nance said. 

Nance said that leaves just over 
$700,000 of reserve bonding capac¬ 


ity for other needed projects. The 
news pleased board members. If all 
goes as planned, the board hopes to 
take control of the property by the 
time school starts in the fall, Lewis 
said. 

“We will be selling the bonds in 
June to make the purchase,” Lewis 
said. “We are getting a vocational 
center we have needed here in 


Hancock County for years.” 

Lewis called the project a bargain 
for the school district. Estimates for 
constructing a brand new vocational 
facility range from $7 to $10 million. 
This project costs 10 times less, and 
fulfills a dire need for the school sys¬ 
tem. 

The shopping center contains 
several empty office spaces which 


allow the school system to expand 
the vocational center in the future 
without interfering with existing 
business at the shopping center. 

“We want to add more class space 
there,” Lewis said. “We want to start 
offering academic classes to the 
community.” 

Erom the business standpoint, a 
new owner simply takes over the 


shopping center. Lewis said he ex¬ 
pects the vocational center to ben¬ 
efit all of the businesses in the shop¬ 
ping center because of the number 
of people it draws to the location. It 
brings in more people to buy gas, 
food and other items from busi¬ 
nesses located there.

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Ky. man sent to 
prison for lying 
about buried cash 

COVINGTON, Ky. (AP) A 
northern Kentucky man has 
been sentenced to a year and 
four months in federal prison 
for lying to the FBI about 
burying $250,000 belonging 
to a homebuilder convicted of 
bank fraud. 

Steven Michael Skidmore 
was sentenced Friday by U.S. 
District Judge Reeves, the 
Kentucky Enquirer reported. 

According to his indict¬ 
ment, Skidmore buried the 
money at a private golf course 
but by the time federal agents 
dug it up eight years later, it 
was so deteriorated officials 
were not sure how much had 
been recovered. 

That money was applied to 
the $34 million that former 
homebuilder Bill Erpenbeck 
was ordered to forfeit after his 
2003 conviction for stealing 
from banks and home buyers.

Q. Former Chicago Bull 
Scotty Pippen said LeBron 
James may be better than 
Michael Jordan as the game’s 
greatest player. Your view? 

A. Baloney! The reporter 
who posted Pippen’s view ap¬ 
parently didn’t poll 
Kentuckiana. For purists, bas¬ 
ketball is still a team game 
first and show-time a distant 
second. Because instincts, 
flare, passion and unselfish 
play make the game a joy to 
watch, nobody ever played 
basketball at its best than 
Larry Bird. 

Q. SEC officials are in 
Destin, Florida this week. 
One issue is to dissolve 
basketball’s East and West 
divisions. And, increase con¬ 
ference games from 16 to 18. 
Your view? 

A. Divisional play has done 
nothing to enhance SEC bas¬ 
ketball. It should be abol¬ 
ished. Increasing conference 
games to 18 would, at Ken¬ 
tucky for example, mean two 
more marquee home games 
for fans. But it could also jeop¬ 
ardize series with North 
Carolina and other heavy¬ 
weights. 

Q. The NBA Draft is three 
weeks away. What surprises? 

A. First, a hope that 
DeAndre Liggins, an all-but- 
certain second round pick, 
goes to a franchise where op¬ 
portunity to impact early pre¬ 
sents itself before roster trim¬ 
ming. Best mystery in the 
draft - Enes Kanter. 

Q. Is Ryan Harrow trans¬ 
ferring to Kentucky a windfall 
for the Wildcats? 

A. A windfall for Harrow. 
He has a year to establish an 
academic routine; build up his 
160 pounds spindly body; with 
a college season’s experience 
on his resume’ including an 
87 percent free throw shoot¬ 
ing record, Harrow has a year 
to use weight room, training 
table and tutor program; prac- 
tice with blue chip team¬ 
mates-to-be; then watch 
games from best seat in the 


house at Rupp Arena. These 
pluses should produce a ma¬ 
ture and more physical 6-2 
175-pound specimen. Say, 
Ramel Bradley. 

Q. Baseball season. What 
comes to mind first for you? 

A. How are the Pittsburgh 
Pirates doing? And, an image 
as reverend to Major League 
Baseball as Jerry West’s sil¬ 
houette is to the NBA, Rob¬ 
erto Clemente. From the 
name on, Clemente’s five-skill 
excellence and flare was/is 
timeless. Essence of baseball 
and how the game ought be 
played. 

Q. Coach pay. John 
Calipari the most overpaid 
coach in basketball? C’mon. 
How about Bill Self at Kansas 
and Rick Barnes at Texas? 

A. The ratings were done 
by Forbes.com. 

After Cal at Kentucky, 
Forbes lists others with 
outsized contracts in the big 
picture: Florida’s Billy Dono¬ 
van ($3.3 million a year) and 
Kansas’ Bill Self ($3 million). 
Both have won more than 70 
percent of their games and a 
national championship (Dono¬ 
van twice), but so have North 
Carolina’s Roy Williams, 
Connecticut’s Jim Calhoun and 
Syracuse’s Jim Boeheim, all of 
whom earn less. 

At Duke Mike Krzyzewski 
is three victories from becom¬ 
ing the game’s winningest 
coach, averaging 25 wins a 
season. His teams have won 
four NCAA titles and made 11 
Final Four trips. His pay: $2 
million a year. 

Arguably more insane 
than Calipari at Kentucky is 
Rick Barnes at Texas. As the 
state faced a reported $27 bil¬ 
lion budget shortfall, the uni¬ 
versity board of regents ap¬ 


proved a $200,000 raise for 
Barnes pushing his pay to 
$2.4 million a year. 

One Lone Star state senator 
could well have been talking 
about the University of Ken¬ 
tucky when he said University 
of Texas regents are “tone 
deaf’ to budget crises. In clas¬ 
sic political spin, Texas chair¬ 
person for higher education 
Judith Zaffirini (Texas gradu¬ 
ate) said of Barnes’ pay hike, 
“It is bad timing. (But) They 
didn’t ask for my advice.” 

Q. JimTressel resigned as 
football coach at Ohio State 
this week; SEC administra¬ 
tors are dealing with football 
coaches manipulating schol¬ 
arships to get around the 28- 
per-year maximum; basket¬ 
ball coaches are encouraging 
18-year-olds to leave college 
as soon as possible for the 
NBA. Have college adminis¬ 
trators sold out to sports? 

A. Yes. Or, allowed them¬ 
selves to become hostages. 
Best example: University of 
Kentucky. 

Yet, there is still magic in 
a bottle - At Western Kentucky 
University catcher Matt Rice 
hit .352 for the Hilltoppers this 
spring with nine home runs, 14 
doubles, 44 runs scored and 56 
RBI. But a better number was: 
a 4.0 grade point average for 
the season majoring in me¬ 
chanical engineering. First- 
team Academic All-American, 
Matt Rice. 

Footnote: When the ball 
stops bouncing. Rice may be 
the fellow who signs pay 
checks for one-and-doners.

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Strong winds do 
some damage 
here last week 


By Ralph Dickerson 

A storm packing high 
winds and rain slammed Han¬ 
cock County last Wednesday 
evening, May 25, and 
knocked down several trees 
and power lines, but other¬ 
wise did little damage to the 
county. The storm felled trees 
over Knox Lane west of 
Lewisport, over Tick Ridge 
Road outside of Hawesville 
and ED Brown Road near 
Weber. 

“It was a pretty good 
straight line wind,” Hancock 
County Road Department Su¬ 
pervisor Scott Beavin said. 

These roads stayed closed 
overnight due to electric lines 
being tangled up on the trees. 
After Kenergy crews de-ener¬ 
gized the lines, county road 
crews cleared the trees from 
the roadways, Beavin said. 

The hardest winds blew 
along the Ohio River. On 
River Road east of Lewisport 
the wind blew down a large 
tree at the Jesse and Deana 
Emmick residence. The tree 
fell across their van parked in 
the driveway, and crushed the 
front portion of the vehicle. 

Hancock County Emer¬ 
gency Services Director Rick 
Montague characterized it as 
a mild storm damage wise. 

“We had a few trees down 


and power outages, but no 
structural damage,” he said. 

During the height of the 
storm, 63 residents lost 
power, Montague said. The 
power kicked on and off sev¬ 
eral times in the county be¬ 
fore finally coming back on 
for good for most county resi¬ 
dents. 

The flickering power did 
cause damage to the genera¬ 
tor transfer switch at the 
Emergency Operations Cen¬ 
ter in Hawesville, Montague 
said. The power going on and 
off so rapidly also forced 
Emergency Services to 
reboot its equipment after the 
storm to ensure it worked 
properly. 

On Friday Emergency Op¬ 
erations brought in a genera¬ 
tor to power the station while 
crews repaired the transfer 
switch. Montague said he ex¬ 
pected the operation to last 
about 10 to 12 hours. When 
repair crews started to work 
on the switch, they discov¬ 
ered much more damage 
than they first realized. 

“We ran on a generator un¬ 
til Monday,” Montague said. 

On Monday crews 
switched EOC back onto the 
power grid, but without fixing 
the transfer switch. The dam¬ 
age to the switch proved too

severe to fix, which forced 
crews to order a new switch 
entirely. Montague said it 
takes 4-6 weeks for the new 
part to arrive. He said the 
storm caused very expensive 
damage to the EOC, but does 
not know the exact figure yet. 

“I am afraid to think about 
it at this point,” he said. 

The damage did not pre¬ 
vent EOC from operating, and 
does not interfere with its op¬ 
erations at this time.

said the center benefits every¬ 
body in the community As a 
former human resources 
manager at Aleris, Kennedy 
said about half of the kids in 
the school system do not en¬ 
roll in college, and stay in the 
community and work at the 
factories. The center allows 
them to acquire needed skills 
close to home. 

“My goal was to do some¬ 
thing for the kids in the 
county,” Kennedy said. “We 
are not only going to teach vo¬ 
cational skills, but life skills as 
well.

Board member Denford 
Sanders called purchasing 
the center and converting the 
tech college into a vocational 
center a great idea. 

“We cannot ask for any¬ 
thing better, really,” he said. 

Dale Gray, the board chair¬ 
person, said he looked for¬ 
ward to the school system fi¬ 
nally getting an Area Technol¬ 
ogy Center. 

“It is long overdue,” Gray 
said. ‘We have wanted to pro¬ 
vide vocational training in our 
own building, but construct¬ 
ing our own building was too 
expensive.” 

Board member Donna 
Quattrocchi called acquiring 
the property a great situation 
for the school system. 

“I really think it is going to 
provide the need that has 
been missing,” she said.

The Hancock County 
Board of Education started 
the process of purchasing the 
shopping center last July, 
shortly after the Owensboro 
Technical and Community 
College opened its satellite 
campus in the shopping cen¬ 
ter.

grounds, appraise the lot and 
building and hire an architect. 
The architect examined the 
building to ensure it met all 
construction codes and did 
not contain unsafe materials. 
The board also needed to per¬ 
form a title search on the 
property. 

After getting all of this ma¬ 
terial together, the board sent 
the information to the state 
for approval. Once the state 
gave its approval, the board 
then entered into official talks 
with the shopping center 
owner, Todd Dyer, about a 
price for the property. 

The main push to bring a 
tech center to Hancock 
County started when the 
county hired Mike Baker as 
its Industrial Foundation Di¬ 
rector. Shortly after being 
hired two years ago. Baker 
traveled to Owensboro to talk 
to OCTC interim president 
Larry Durrence and im¬ 
pressed upon him the dire 
need to train the work force 
in Hancock County. Durrence 
agreed, but OCTC lacked the 
money to launch the facility. 

A unique partnership then 
emerged to bring the tech 
center to Hancock County. 
OCTC partnered with 
Hancock County Fiscal 
Court, the City of Lewisport, 
the Hancock County Indus¬ 
trial Foundation, the local 
school system and others in 
this joint venture. 

A delegation traveled to 
Frankfort to talk to Governor 
Steve Beshear, and asked for 
approximately $75,000 to pay 
the lease on the shopping cen¬ 
ter location for two years. The 
governor liked the idea, but 
provided no funding. 

The group did not get dis¬ 
couraged, but looked for ways 
to make the project a reality. 
Hancock County Fiscal Court 
agreed to fund the lease for 
two years, and shortly there¬ 
after the City of Lewisport 
agreed to give $35,000 to help 
with other expenses. 

Industrial Foundation Di¬ 
rector Mike Baker called the 
process a successful example 
of a group of people putting 
personal opinions and goals 
aside and working for the 
common good of all. He said 
it shows what a community 
can do when it marshals its 
forces and pursues a unified 
goal. He said as the years go 
by, the opening of the center 
will be considered a milestone 
event in the county’s history. 

The tech center officially 
opened in February of 2010.

Who We Are 
and What We 
Are About 

The Hancock County 
Health Coalition (HC2) was 
formed in January of 2009. 
The coalition is under the di¬ 
rection of its parent organiza¬ 
tion, the Green River Regional 
Health Council sponsored by 
the Green River Area Devel¬ 
opment District or GRADD. 
GRADD is the only district 
that has taken the initiative to 
establish a council that ad¬ 
dresses the health status of 
our region. The mission of 
the Regional Health Council 
is to “improve the health and 
quality of life within our re¬ 
gion through education, mo¬ 
tivation, and evaluation.” The 
Regional Health Council is 
grounded in the belief that to 
improve the health status of 
our region, it must begin with 
you, the local health con¬ 
sumer. 

The Hancock County 
Health Coalition’s goal is to 
“raise awareness for a bright 
future” for the people of Han¬ 
cock County. Throughout the 
last nearly two and a half 
years, that goal has been the 
basis of our activities as we 
have tried to inform you about 
health issues and encouraged 
you to make changes to im¬ 
prove your quality of life. We 
have co-sponsored (with the 
help of many local organiza¬ 
tions and agencies) several 
“lunch and learns” highlight¬ 
ing health topics from strokes 
to various cancers to heart 
health. Other activities have 
included We Can!® classes. 
Longest Days of Play, Second 
Sunday, the Farm to School 
program, and Back to School 
Bashes. 

Many organizations are 
represented on the HC2 such 
as: Family Resource Direc¬ 
tors and the Food Service Di¬ 
rector from all Hancock 
County Schools, Hospice of 
Western Kentucky, Hancock 


County Health Department, 
Hancock Co. Judge 
Executive’s Office, Green 
River District Health Depart¬ 
ment, Tobacco Control Coali¬ 
tion, Hancock County’s UK 
Cooperative Extension Ser¬ 
vice, Audubon Area Head 
Start, Hancock County Senior 
Services, Hancock County 
EMA & Emergency Services, 
Hancock County Community 
& Adult Education, Perry 
County Memorial Hospital, 
Mayor of Hawesville, Bright 
Star Nursery, and Owensboro 
Mercy Health System. Other 
organizations such as the 
Hancock County Partners 
Coalition, KY-ASAP, Ohio 
County Hospital, Kentucky 
Cancer Program, Complete 
Wellness Chiropractic and Re- 
habilitation, the Hancock 
Clarion, and the Daviess 
County Diabetes Coalition 
have provided consist support 
of specific efforts. We are also 
fortunate to have the support 
of many community members 
willing to donate their time to 
help you make healthy 
lifestyle changes. 

This is who we are and 
what we are about, but how 
does it affect you? On the 
front page of last week’s Han¬ 
cock Clarion, an article high¬ 
lighted a statistic we pub¬ 
lished earlier in May about 
the number of unhealthy 
mental days we experience in 
Hancock County. This well- 
written article draws attention 
to the fact that we rank higher 
(4.8 days out of the last 30) 
than our neighbors in the sur¬ 
rounding counties (4.0 days). 
One way to combat these un¬ 
healthy mental days is by in¬ 
creasing your physical activ¬ 
ity and improving your nutri¬ 
tion. When we as HC2 met 
last month to discuss our 
goals for the rest of the year, 
those were two of our top 
three goals. 

Lack of physical activity in 
adults is quite common in 
Hancock County. As refer¬ 


enced in the Green River Re¬ 
gional Health Council’s 2010 
Health Report Card, 31% of 
Hancock County’s residents 
did not participate in any 
physical activity during the 
last 30 days compared to 30% 
in Kentucky overall. (Ken¬ 
tucky ranks 44th in the nation 
for its lack of physical activ¬ 
ity.) Directly related to this 
statistic is the prevalence of 
obesity in adults, or those 
who have a Body Mass Index 
(BMI) of 30 or higher. In 
Hancock County 28% of us are 
obese and 63% are overweight 
with a BMI of 25 or higher, as 
compared to Kentucky’s sta¬ 
tistics of 27% and 64%, respec¬ 
tively. (Kentucky ranks 47th 
for its obesity among adults.) 
Obviously, your BMI is af¬ 


fected by your nutrition and 
physical activity. In the com¬ 
ing months, look for ways you 
and your family can be more 
active through activities such 
as the Longest Day of Play on 
June 17 and the Indepen¬ 
dence Day Celebration on 
July 2nd both at Vastwood 
Park. 

As we refocus our efforts 
on fighting these statistics, we 
would love to have you join us. 
Our next meeting will be held 
at the Career Center next 
Wednesday, June 8th at 8:30 
a.m. If you have any ques¬ 
tions, please contact me at 
ramseypam@att.net or call 
927-9063.

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How much 
is a trillion? 


Back in the days when there 
were still a few statesmen in 
Congress, we had a senator 
from the great state 
of Illinois by the name of 
Everett McKinley Dirksen 
Gan. 4,1896, to Sept 7,1969). 
He served in the House from 
1933 to 1949 and in the Senate 
from 1951 to 1969. There is a 
famous quote attributed to him, 
that apparently he never made, 
that goes, “A billion here and a 
billion there, and first thingyou 
know you are talking about 
some real money.” Regardless 
of whether he ever said that or 
not, it has stuck with him all 
these years and it certainly 
should give us pause, for his 
use of the word billion. 

Personally, I wish he was 
still around to hear the word 
“trillion” banded about almost 
like the term “billion” was in 
his day. I am so old that I can 
remember back in the days 
when a man in our town was 
reported to be a millionaire, 
and I was impressed. Today 
we have almost dropped that 
word from our vocabulary. 

Now, back to the word “tril¬ 
lion.” Have you ever thought 
about, in terms of money, how 
much a trillion dollars really is? 
I have a good example that will 
give all of us some perspective 
that I will share before I reach 
the end of this column, but I 
have another example that will 
make you dizzy, if you watch it 
or dwell on it too long. 

If you have not already seen 
it, there is a web site on the 
Internet www.usdebtclock.oig that 
will be an eye-opening experi¬ 
ence. I must warn you, if you 
are afraid of heights and have a 
tendency to have dizzy spells, 
don’t stay too long. The num¬ 
bers are going by so fast that it 
impossible to give any definite 
figures, because by the time of 
this writing and the time it ac¬ 
tually runs in the paper, the 
figures will be off by a country 
mile. 

There are a number of dif¬ 
ferent categories but here are 
a few to give you an idea of 
what I am saying. To begin, the 
U.S. NationalDebtis more than 
$13 trillion and counting. Debt 
per citizen - more than $44,000 
and counting. Debt per tax¬ 
payer - more than $125,000 
and counting. U.S. Federal 
Spending - more than $3 tril¬ 



lion and counting. U.S. Federal 
Budget Deficit-more than $1.5 
trillion and counting. And here 
is one that is probably the most 
asinine of all: Interest in the 
National Debt - more than $3 
trillion dollars per year. That is 
money we give to someone else 
without getting anything in re¬ 
turn. 

Backto my earlier question: 
how much is a trillion? Well, 
it’s the number 1 followed by 
12 zeroes. It’s written like this: 
1,000,000,000,600, and our gov¬ 
ernment has spent over 13 of 
those more than it’s taken in 
from all sources. 

Since we are talking about 
some real money here, let me 
share something that was 
handed out at a meeting I at¬ 
tended the other day that re¬ 
ally got me to thinking. Hope¬ 
fully, it will cause you to think 
about it as well. As a nation, our 
elected officials must get this 
under control because our eco¬ 
nomic future truly hangs in the 
balance. The brief article I re¬ 
ceived had this heading: What’s 
the difference between a mil¬ 
lion, abillion and a trillion? Well, 
a million seconds is 12 days. A 
billion seconds is 31 years. A 
trillion seconds is 31,688years. 

Here I feel it necessary to 
give a brief disclaimer. I did not 
check these figures. My calcu¬ 
lator does not go that high any¬ 
way. I just have to trust they are 
accurate. I do believe, however, 
the U.S. Debt Clock is right. 
Granted I am old fashioned, 
but when you have dug a hole 
for yourself, it’s time to stop 
digging.

Former governor 
puts Frankfort 
home on market 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) _ 
Former Gov. Ernie Fletcher’s 
“resort-like” home in Frank¬ 
fort is now for sale with an 
asking price of $465,900. 

Fletcher and his wife, 
Glenna, bought the home and 
nearly 4 acres near the Ken¬ 
tucky River in northern 
Franklin County about eight 
years ago for $313,000, but 
now have begun making 
plans to move back to Lexing¬ 
ton to be closer to aging par¬ 
ents. 

Fletcher, chief executive 
officer of Alton Healthcare, 
was governor from 2003 to 
2007 and had previously 
served in the state legislature 
and Congress. 

The State-Journal inter¬ 
viewed the Fletchers earlier 
this month at the home that 
has undergone major im¬ 
provements since they pur¬ 
chased it. Both have shied 
away from the spotlight since 
leaving office. 

Former KSU 
student indicted 
on arson charge 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) A 
former Kentucky State Uni¬ 
versity student has been in¬ 
dicted on an arson charge for 
allegedly setting fire to the 
door of another student’s 
dorm room. 

Kentucky State Police ac¬ 
cuse 19-year-old Juanisha 
Feliciano of spraying an ac¬ 
celerant on the door of a fe¬ 
male student and igniting it, 
according to The State Jour¬ 
nal of Frankfort. 

Authorities say the inci¬ 
dent happened around 5:20 
a.m. on April 24 at Chandler 
Hall. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Larry Cleveland says the 
blaze burned the door and 
floor of the dorm room. He 
says the woman inside who 
has not been identified was 
treated for smoke inhalation. 

Cleveland says he believes 
the two women had “some 
bad blood” between them. 

He says that Feliciano, who 
is from Louisville, no longer 
attends KSU. 

Feliciano faces a charge of 
first-degree arson.

Do you remember the citi¬ 
zen band radio craze of 30 
years ago? Do you recall “the 
special lingo” that developed 
with it? My handle was the 
“White Tornado”, what was 
yours? Recently I read an 
amusing story that reminded 
me of all that. Let me share it 
with you. 

A church gave its pastor a 
CB radio for his birthday. A 
month or two later he re¬ 
ceived a letter from his 
church board. The letter said,

The arrogance of man 
never ceases to amaze me.

Lest He re¬ 
buke you, and you be found a 
liar” (Proverbs 30:6). “For I 
testify to everyone who hears 
the words of the prophecy of

Last Sunday your 
prayer stated: ‘Do you read 
me. Big Daddy?’ We further 
believe our congregation 
would have better understood 
your sermon on the hereafter 
without the constant refer¬ 
ence to ‘negatory purgatory’. 
And last we prefer a reveren¬ 
tial ‘Amen’ rather than ‘From 
Holy Roller to Big Daddy’. 
Signed the Church Board.” 

Funny isn’t it, how we de¬ 
veloped a special language for 


this book: If anyone adds to 
these things, God will add to 
him the plagues that are writ¬ 
ten in this book; and if anyone 
takes away from the words of 
the book of this prophecy, 
God shall take away his part 
from the Book of Life, from 
the holy city, and from the 
things which are written in 
this book” (Revelation 
22:18,19). God has spoke, do 
not tamper with His Word! 
Men can vote all they want, 
but it will never change the 
way God views morality and 
religion. 

How does God view homo¬ 
sexuality? It is written, “Do 
you not know that the unrigh¬ 
teous will not inherit the king¬ 
dom of God? Do not be de¬ 
ceived. Neither fornicators, 
nor idolaters, nor adulterers, 
nor homosexuals, nor 
sodomites, nor thieves, nor 
covetous, nor drunkards, nor 
revilers, nor extortioners will 
inherit the kingdom of God” 
(1 Corinthians 6:9,10). The 
vote came about in the Pres¬ 
byterian Church (U.S.A.) be¬ 
cause men have turned their 
backs on God. Sadly, they are 
not the first to reject God and 
His standard, it is all to com¬ 
mon today.

Do 
we have anything on which to 
anchor life? The songwriter 
gives us an answer: “On 
Christ the solid rock I stand. 
All other ground is sinking 
sand”. 

There is something that 
never changes! There is a 
foundation upon which you 
can build a life. This is not a 
fad that will be here today 
only to be discarded tomor¬ 
row. That foundation is Jesus 
Christ and He has an invita¬ 
tion for days like today: 
“Come to me, all you who are 
weary and burdened, and I 
will give you rest.” 

Seminary 
professor 
tapped to 
lead state 
Baptists 

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) 
Paul Chitwood, a pastor who 
also serves as a professor at 
Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary, has been nomi¬ 
nated to become executive 
director of the Kentucky Bap¬ 
tist Convention. 

The convention’s Mission 
Board is scheduled to vote 
Thursday on Chitwood’s 
nomination to lead the organi¬ 
zation, which coordinates 
work among 2,400 churches 
that make up the state’s larg¬ 
est religious denomination, 
according to The Courier- 
Journal of Louisville. 

Chitwood would replace 
longtime director Bill Mackey, 
who is retiring. 


Chitwood, 41, is pastor of 
First Baptist Church of Mount 
Washington in Bullitt County. 
The church reports 1,890 
members and an average 
weekly attendance of 852. 

Paul Badgett, who chaired 
the search committee that rec¬ 
ommended Chitwood, said 
the Bullitt County pastor is 
“educationally prepared, he’s 
a spiritual man (and) ... his 
style of leadership is one of 
listening.” 

The nomination comes as 
the convention is cutting back 
staff and sending more money 
to its national affiliate, the 
Southern Baptist Convention. 

Chitwood faces the chal¬ 
lenge of “transitioning Ken¬ 
tucky Baptists into a new era 
of learning to do more with 
less,” said Badgett, pastor of 
First Baptist Church in 
Pikeville. 

In January, the convention 
announced cuts of five full¬ 
time and 19 part-time posi¬ 
tions, along with a salary 
freeze. 

Chitwood has previously 
served as Kentucky Baptist 
Convention president, as a 
chairman of the Southern Bap¬ 
tists’ International Mission 
Board and in numerous other 
denominational roles. 

The appointment of 
Chitwood, an assistant profes¬ 
sor of evangelism and church 
growth at Southern Seminary, 
highlights the increasingly 
close ties between the Ken¬ 


tucky and Southern Baptist 
conventions. 

In recent years. Southern 
Seminary professors have in¬ 
creasingly played a leading 
role in the convention. 

Badgett told the Louisville 
newspaper that Chitwood can 
bridge the state and national 
conventions as well as older 
leaders and students. 

Chitwood is also a trustee 
and adjunct professor at the 
Kentucky convention-affili¬ 
ated University of the 
Cumberlands. Chitwood, a 
Tennessee native, previously 
led churches in Somerset and 
Owenton in Kentucky.
